The finished output of the Mint (other than medals) is usually regarded 
as divided between the two categories of authorized coins, circulating as 
money, and “patterns,” not so authorized. “Trial pieces” are unfinished 
specimens either of coins, of medals or of patterns, struck during the pro- 
cess of minting. The making of coins is, of course, the principal business of 
the Mint. Medals could be described as side issues, patterns and trial pieces 
as the mint’s own private issues, of interest to coin collectors but not to the 
general public. 

If this analysis is correct, there can be no doubt that one variety of the 
Gobrecht dollar — the one issued in 183 6, with GOBRECHT on the base and 
a plain edge — was a regularly authorized coin. It was described and an- 
nounced in the press December 16, 1836.1 A statement from the Comp- 
troller’s office, transmitted by the Secretary of the Treasury to the Speaker 
of the House, July 7, 1838, covering the “silver coins made at the Mint in 
the year 1836,” enumerates “1,000 dollars. ”2 This figure has been inserted 
in all official tables showing the coinage by years, beginning with that found 
in the Report of the Director of the Mint for the year 1837, transmitted by 
President Van Buren, January 16, 1838.3 Jacob R. Eckfeldt and William 
E. DuBois, assayers of the Mint, stated shortly afterwards that “no dollars 
were coined from 1806 to 1838, except 1000 in 1836. ”4 In 1846 DuBois 
referred to the “famous new dollars” of 183 6 and said that “the silver dol- 
lars continue very scarce until 1840, when the flying eagle is discontinued. ”5 
In 18 60, in a volume “prepared and arranged under the direction of James 
Ross Snowden, Director of the Mint,” the 183 6 dollars is explicitly described 
as part of the regular coinage, distinguished from the “experimental pieces” 
of 1838 and 1839. In a table showing the coinage for successive years the 
same distinction is made, the term “patterns” being used in place of “ex- 
perimental pieces. ”« Finally, as early as 1850 and as late as 1875, the 1836 
reverse (flying eagle with stars) was reproduced in the Coin Chart Manual, 
containing facsimiles of “gold and silver coins found in circulation. ”7 The 
coin is found in all stages of preservation. It was offered by Scott in 1878 at 
$10 uncirculated, $8 fine, $5 good, $3.50 fair. 

In other words, the facts were clear at the time, and were not questioned 
for an entire generation afterwards. Why is it then that, within the mem- 
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ory of men now living, a tradition to the contrary took root? As early as 
May, 1864, W. Elliott Woodward catalogued Lot 362 in the McCoy sale as 
an “183 6 splendid proof set,” which included as one of its items “the pat- 
tern flying eagle dollar.” In the Cohen sale of October, 1875, the cata- 
loguer, Edward Cogan, included among “Pattern Pieces” a “beautiful proof” 
of the Flying Eagle Dollar of 1836, which brought $9.00.8 The first number 
of the Coin Collector’s Journal contained only a brief reference to this part 
of the Cohen colh ction, but in July and August, 18 77, a complete list was 
published of “Pattern Pieces” sold in a later sale. These included an 183 6 
proof dollar which brought $8.00.9 In 1876, when Scott took over the pub- 
lication of the Coin Chart Manual, the facsimile of the 1836 reverse was 
omitted. In 1912, in an official publication, T. L. Comparette, Curator of 
the Mint, stated flatly that “in 1840 the silver dollar, which had not been 
coined since 1803, or perhaps 1804, was restored. . . . Conservatism prevent- 
ed the adoption of the powerful flying eagle which Mr. Gobrecht engraved 
for the reverse of his dollar and which is seen in the pattern that was made 
in 183 6. ”10 There was, of course, nothing willful in this misstatement. 
What factors entered into this situation, to lead astray not only numisma- 
tists but even the official authorities of the Mint? 

The basic reason was the anomalous size of the issue. A coinage of one 
thousand pieces would be enormous for a pattern, but for a regular coin it 
is ridiculously small. The truth is that although the 1836 dollar was a coin 
and not a pattern, it was a peculiar kind of coin. Our initial analysis needs 
to he amplified. In the following passage, although Director Snowden was 
niisini«..rmed as to who designed this coin, the last sentence explained its 
general character quite accurately. After describing the 1831 quarter dol- 
lar, he says: 

“The other silver coins remained unchanged until the year 1836. 

In this year the dollar, which had not been coined since the year 1804, 
again made its appearance, but this time in an entirely new costume. 

. . . The dies for this coinage were designed and engraved by Mr. Chris- 
tian Gobrecht, whese name appears upon the base which supports the 
effigy of Liberty. The edge is perfectly plain. There was a coinage of 
1000 pieces, which were returned to the Treasurer on the thirty-first 
day of December. It is probable, however, that they were intended 
merely as specimen pieces, being issued for the purpose of courting pub- 
lic approbation. ”11 

A coin of this sort is certainly not the same thing as a pattern, which the 
public has no opportunity either to approve or to disapprove. Yet it is a 
not unnatural mistake to confuse together, under a single generalized term, 
not only these “specimen pieces” and patterns, but even trial pieces. 

A second opportunity for misunderstanding is provided by developing 
terminology. DuBois, in 1846, said that “in 1838 there were a number of 
half-dollar trial pieces, none of which were adopted.” He meant, of course, 
what we today term “patterns,” but this word was not then used in this 
technical sense. When he said “the year 183 6 was remarkable for new 
patterns and projects” he used “patterns” in the sense of “designs. ”12 Four- 
teen years later, in Snowden’s Mint Manual, a new terminology had begun 
to develop, but considerable confusion still remained. The work was the 
product of several hands. In the comparative table exhibiting the coinage 
of each year, “Pattern Pieces” are defined as “such pieces as were struck 
for the purpose of trying dies, or as specimens,” and, as already mentioned, 
the dollars of 1838 and 1839, but not that of 1836, are entered as “Pat- 
terns. “13 In the body of the text, however, these two pieces are listed in 
a section entitled “Experimental Pieces (unauthorized coins of the United 
States), ”14 and “pattern” is usually used in the sense of design. ”15 The 
experimental dollars of 1838 and 183 9 are, how^ever, sometimes referred to, 
even in the text, as “pattern dollars,” and in three instances there is even a 
passing reference to “the pattern dollar of 1836. ”16 It boots little for us 
today to recognize that this was merely a short way of saying “the dollar of 
the pattern or design used in 183 6.” Readers of Snowden could hardly fail 
to be misled. 

Finally, light is thrown upon Curator Comparette’s statement of 1912 by 
a pamphlet guide prepared by him and published the following year. The

caption under which he lists the 183 6 dollar reads “Patterns for U. S. Coins. “ 
Just below, the following explanatory sentence is inserted; 

“These patterns represent suggestions for coins, of which a few have 

been adopted. 

Now, there is no reason to doubt that this particular specimen in the Mint 
collection was struck before the design was formally approved. It is there- 
fore quite naturally regarded by the Mint authorities as a pattern. From 
their point of view the status of such a piece is not changed simply because 
the issue was subsequently approved. But from the point of view of numis- 
matists in general, only confusion would be caused if pieces, identical with 
one another in other respects, were to be distinguished as “patterns” or as 
“coins,” according as to when they were struck. The facts on which such a 
distinction could be established can only rarely be ascertained. 183 6 dollars 
with GOBRECHT in the field are probably patterns, of which only eighteen 
specimens were struck. is 1836 dollars when struck in copper, or in silver 
with a grained edge, or with a reverse lacking stars in the field, are either 
patterns or restrikes, made before the dies were destroyed by the Mint au- 
thorities in 1868.19 But 1836 dollars struck in silver with a plain edge with 
GOBRECHT on the base and with stars on the reverse must be regarded as 
regular coins unless and until some subordinate variation is discovered. The 
term “pattern” can be used with scientific accuracy only when it denotes an 
issue never approved for coinage purposes in this precise form. This issue, 
although a very small one, was approved.

Animals And Birds 
Depicted On 
Modern Coins

In the early days of civilization, sheep and cattle, or their skins and hides, 
performed some of the functions of money. The origin of such words as 
capital, pecuniary, chattel, and fee is traceable to those early times, when 
cattle were used as money or as an early form of exchange. 

The ancient Hebrews reckoned their wealth in the ownership of flocks and 
herds. You may recall what the Good Book says: “Be thou diligent to know 
the state of thy flocks and look well to thy herds; for riches are not for- 
ever.” 

In the poems of Homer, “oxen are distinctly and often mentioned as the 
commodity in terms of which other objects are valued,” and on the first large 
square coins of ancient Rome oxen are depicted. 

Early writers record the use of leather currency among the Romans and 
Carthaginians, and leather money was used in Russia as late as Peter the 
Great. 

With this background it seems perfectly natural to And the horse, bull, 
cow, deer, and other animals placed as symbols or emblems on the coins of 
many nations. People knew the value of those animals, and they had more 
regard for the coins displaying them. 

Again, the figure on a coin of a quadruped or a bird is often accepted by 
people who convert such designs into the names of the coins themselves. To 
illustrate: The horse has always been a favorite, and from that comes the 
“cavallo” and the “cavallotto,” popular Spanish, Naples, and Italian coins. 
The “leone” was a Venetian silver coin, with a large figure of a lion on the 
reverse, and the “quattrino paterino” of Lucca had the municipal arms sup- 
ported by a panther. Scotland had a lion among its coins. In our own 
country we have the eagle and its divisions for the gold coins. 

We have been told that the figures of animals and birds on postage stamps 
have no special significance. They are placed there merely for ornament or 
as a fill-ih\ of designs. That is not so on the coins. Every emblem, every 
figure has a special meaning — in some cases of deep historical value, as we 
will try to show you, beginning with the largest animals listed and progress- 
ing downward. 

The elephant represents size, majesty and long life. It is the largest of

living land animals, with a lengthened trunk, which it is said contains a 
mass of 40,000 muscles, curiously interlaced so as to produce the greatest 
variety of motion. Without this trunk the elephant is helpless; it cannot 
even feed itself; and, as it is very sensitive, the trunk is always carried high 
in the air when in combat. 

There are two existing species — the African, which are larger, and the 
Asiatic. Certain elephants sleep standing. There are records of them in 
captivity that they have not lain dowm in over 100 years, but those lying 
down do not fold their hind legs underneath like other quadrupeds. They 
stretch them back behind, so that they rise very quickly for their enormous 
weight, which often exceeds three tons. 

They tell at the New York Zoo of an upstate farmer who visited the place 
for the first time and spent two days seeing the animals. “What amazed 
him most," he said, “was to think that an animal as large as an elephant 
could be interested in anything as small as a peanut.” But peanuts are a 
delicacy quite unknown in the jungle. The elephant is the beast of burden, 
and the main emblem on many Ceylon, Siam, and South India coins; and 
the African Republic of Liberia has lately issued a new set of two, one, and 
one-half cents with an African elephant on the obverse, which is a change 
from the Liberty head on earlier coins. 

In Africa, ivory tusks of elephants pass as money, establishing the ratio 
of value of other articles. On the English colonial coins of East Africa and 
Uganda are depicted four crossed tusks as a symbol of value for the natives. 

In Siam, the earlier coins had a single elephant, but the latest have a 
crowned three-headed elephant as their coat-of-arms. To my mind, the most 
interesting elephant coins ever struck are the Mysore coins of Tipu Sultan, 
coined from 1787 to 1799 A. D. Tipu not only initiated a new Hindu cal- 
endar of years, but a new system of weights and measures, and a new coin- 
age issued from twelve different native mints. The elephant is shown pas- 
sive — walking quietly along as on parade; in a rage, trumpeting with up- 
raised trunk and tail — an animal of war. This was one of the leading coin 
issues in East India, but after the death of Tipu Sultan in 1799, and struck 
under British influence, the lion was substituted for the elephant as the chief 
emblem on that coinage, and their respective values were also changed. 

Elephants now form a Government monopoly everywhere in India. The 
shooting of them is prohibited, except when dangerous, and the right of 
capturing them is only leased out upon certain conditions. A special law, 
under the title of “the Elephants’ Preservation Act,” regulates this licens- 
ing system. Denmark in earlier days had the “Order of the White Ele- 
phant,” which was shown suspended around its king’s neck on the coins, 
with a miniature elephant hanging on a ribbon in front. 


The horse for 25 centuries has been represented on coins and has been 
the object of flnest die-cutting in ancient and modern times. No animal 
has been depicted so often. The horse came early onto this globe — probably 
the earliest roamed the plains in New Mexico, Wyoming, and Utah of our own 
Western country, and the tough little Indian mustangs that we know are 
their descendants. 

Over in Europe, on the steppes of southern Russia, horses were domesti- 
cated by the early inhabitants before the dawn of history. They were bred 
with horses from Asia, and since then, with man’s guidance, have been de- 
veloped the many classes of race horse, saddle horse, and heavy farm and 
truck horse of our day. It is remarkable that out of many early wild species, 
like the zebra, which roamed South Africa, and the wild ass of Asia, we have 
but two species that have shown the best results as domestic animals. By 
blending those two, we have the patience of the ass, the high spirit of the 
horse, and the obstinancy of the mule, as exemplifled in the jack of army 
and farm service, our real work horse. 

The horse appears on the earliest coins of England, Naples, and Sicily, 
and certain German states. 

George Louis, Elector of Hanover, and the dukedoms of Brunswick and 
Luneberg, in 1714 came to the throne of England as King George I. On 
the coins of Brunswick, Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel, and Hanover, the horse 
galloping is the principal emblem, and represents the arms of those states. 
Most of these coins were struck at the Clausthal or Zellerfeld mints. The 
Hanover mint began in 1814, and those pieces have the running horse on one 
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side, and the figure of a wildman, holding a fir tree with either the right or 
left hand, on opposite side. The Second, Third and Fourth Georges and 
William IV, as Electors, continued those running-horse coins in Germany. It 
is an interesting series, the largest silver pieces now being classed with the 
leading coin-gems of the world. 

Next we come to the horse with a rider, representing St. George killing a 
dragon, on the English and Russian coins. Lithuania has a horse running 
at full speed and rider with upraised sword and buckler, known as the White 
Knight. Lithuania has shown that emblem as her coat-of-arms since the 
twelfth century. A new Albania coin has a horse and rider, running also at 
full speed. 

Then we have Lady Godiva riding nude on horseback through the streets 
of Coventry, as shown on English tokens of 1792-95, with an elephant and 
castle on opposite side. Other English tokens show various horse emblems. 
On the Kingston (Jamaica) halfpenny token is a saddled horse with jockey 
standing in front holding the reins, and on the reverse is an old-fashioned 
coach and team with driver. Similar tokens appear in the English home 
series. 

Barbadoes Island V 2 and 1 penny, 1792, have George III as Neptune in his 
car being drawn by two sea horses. 

On the Baroda coins we find a horse’s hoof above a sabre, the arms of 
that country. Next adjoining is Indore, with figure of a sacred cow on her 
coins. The central figure of Hinduism is the cow, and at the center of 
Prophet and Saint Gandhi’s religion- -is a cow. 


The lion, another animal of majesty, known as the king of beasts — symbol 
of strength, of power, and of dominion — has been the favorite emblem of 
earthly kings since the beginning of coinage. From the earliest historic 
times few animals have been better known to man than the lion. He was 
familiar to all the early races in Europe, Asia, and Africa, and must have 
roamed those countries in large numbers, as we read of so many being ex- 
hibited in the Roman amphitheaters. Emperor Pompey on one single occa- 
sion had six hundred lions with which to entertain the people. 

We find the lion in the arms of England, Belgium, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Spain, Italy, Ethiopia, Persia and many others. 

The winged lion of St. Mark was shown for a thousand years on the coins 
of Venice, in all the different metals struck, and the various islands under 
Venetian rule used the same emblem. However, this coinage ended in 1848. 

The great East India Company was granted its first charter by Queen 
Elizabeth in 1600. This company continued to increase in size and power 
till 1858, when the Government of India was transferred to the Crown. 

They supplied many coins attributed to local native rulers, for the conven- 
ience of trade among the natives, which explains why those pieces are so 
perfectly struck. 

On its own coins, the East India Company at first used its bale-mark — a 
heart-shaped shield with a 4 over it, and in its four compartments “V. E. I. 
C.,” for United East India Company. Later they used for the obverse the 
company’s arms, a shield between two upraised lions, each holding a British 
flag, with a small upright lion between. This is shown on the coins of Bom- 
bay, Bengal, and Madras Presidencies. The Prince of Wales Island, St. 
Helena, Haiti and others have like arms on their coins. A tiny one cash of 
Madras dated 1803, said to be the smallest coin ever struck in collar, has a 
single upright lion holding a crown- a pretty little coin. 

You are all familiar with the arms of Gibraltar — the British lion holding 
a key under its paw, to signify that it holds the key to the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

On the Ethiopia coins of Menelik II is a crowned lion with banner in- 
scribed “The Lion of the House of Judah Has Conquered,’’ which was the 
motto of the House of David, and on the edge, “Ethiopia Stretches Out Her 
Hands to God Alone.’’ From recent events, we judge her prayers were not 
heeded. 

The Sierra Leone Company copper and silver coins of 1791 display a lion 
preparing to spring. One of Italy’s new nickel coins has a quadriga of lions 
drawing a chariot in imitation of ancient pieces. Henry VII, in 1504, for 
the first time, placed an authentic portrait on the English coins and displayed 
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the arms of England, quartered with France, of three lions (passant), one 
above the other on a shield. 

The Channel Islands of Guernsey and Jersey display the same arms — 
three lions on a shield — and a new set of Esthonia has a similar design. A 
single lion appears on the coins of Scotland, Sweden, Norway (standing up- 
right with battle axe), the different Netherland cities and provinces, Belgium 
(seated, holding the constitution), Luxemburg, Spain, several German cities 
and states, the new Republic of Czecho-Slovakia, Finland, and the Balkan 
States. On coins of Persia, the lion is shown in different attitudes, reclin- 
ing, walking, and charging. German East Africa has a lion and a palm tree. 
The new Albania coins have a lion's head, a lion walking, and a third with 
a lion attacking a nude man. 

The lion is certainly a popular emblem on coinage. 

Some other animals appearing on modern coins are the bears on coins of 
Anhalt, Appenzell, Berne, St. Gall and other Swiss cantons. A she-wolf on 
many Italian coins. The stag (or deer) on Stolberg and other German states, 
also a new coin of Mauritius. An ox-head on coins of Moldavia and Walla- 
chia while under Russia, and with a ring in his nose on Uri, a Swiss canton. 
The sable foxes supporting a shield for arms of Siberia. The kangaroo ap- 
pears on the early tokens of Tasmania, and some other Australian states; 
it also is shown with an emu (a large bird like the ostrich) as supporter 
to a shield between, and now alone on the George VI penny. 

The dog was probably the first domestic animal, domesticated as early as 
3900 B. C., and, while the ancient coins often displayed them, our modern 
coins seem to avoid them. It is found on certain Brunswick and German 
coins as a companion to man. Mantua, Italy, however, shows it full size as 
the principal emblem, and the Irish Free State has one. A rabbit is shown 
on two lead coins of Burmah and on the Irish threepence. 

We also find several mythical beasts serving as the principal device on both 
coins and medals. The dragon on coins of China, Japan, Corea and other 
Far East countries, is very common. A griffin on the Rostock and Pomerania 
coins. The Phoenix is an ancient mystic and imaginary bird, rising from 
flames. It is supposed to have originated in ancient Egypt with an old 
meaning of resurrection and renovation. Greece in 18 28-31 used that sym- 
bol under Kapo d’lstria, and it was also used in Haiti. 

The Irish Free State has a new set of eight coins since 19 28 that arc not 
only new and novel as a set, but they have caused a change in the designing 
of nearly all British and British colonial coins as well since they were issued. 

The novelty consisted in having on the reverse of each coin a different 
animal, or bird, or fish, typical of the Irish Free State. Many countries 
have placed a single animal or bird on their coins as the national symbol, 
but these have a different reverse on all the pieces issued. The obverse de- 
sign is the same on all eight coins. It is a harp with the date and Gaelic 
inscription for “The Irish Free State.’’ 

The design of each coin was chosen separately by a committee, but in 
every case they chose designs which were afterward found to be the work 
of but one man, Percy Metcalfe, a young Yorkshire sculptor. 

Upon the silver half crown (2s.6d.) is shown the Irish hunter, a horse 
famous throughout the world. The florin (2s.) is made as unlike as possible, 
by placing a salmon thereon. A bull is placed upon the shilling to face in 
the opposite direction from the horse. The sixpence and threepenny bit are 
both of nickel — a hound appears on the first and a hare on the last. As the 
penny is most commonly used by the woman of the house and her children, 
a hen with her chicks was selected for its emblem, and a pig with a litter 
for the halfpenny. For the farthing, Mr. Metcalfe designed a woodcock, a 
bird beloved by all sportsmen. It is a very interesting set of coins. 

Another earlier and much rarer series is the famous Zodiac coins in gold 
and silver of rupee size, on each of which pictorial representations of the 
signs of the Zodiac appear. They were coined in East India the early part 
of 1600 A. D., and the Chinese had temple money, also, with a circle of ani- 
mals to represent the Zodiac. 


Referring now to the birds depicted on modern coins: Cambodia, Malac- 
ca, Celebes and other East India states show the cock or rooster as chief 
emblem on their coins; this also occurs in several European states. New 
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Guinea has the bird of paradise; New Zealand, some native birds. Imperial 
China, Japan, and Burmah show the peacock; Henneberg, Germany, a hen 
crowned; Lundy Island, a puffin. England, under George VI, has a new 
farthing with a wren- the smallest British bird on the smallest coin. Vati- 
can City displays a dove, “bird of peace,” on its coins. Because of the an- 
cient Romans, the eagle was the emblem of Emperors. Russia, Germany, 
Austria are modern examples. However, the eagle does not appear on all 
the coins of Europe. It is absent from the Swedish, English, and Spanish 
coins. Napoleon I carried the imperial eagles of France to every part of 
Europe and over into Egypt. Napoleon III also displ^ed the eagle with 
drooping wings sitting on a thunderbolt. With these exceptions, the eagle 
does not appear on French coins. The Roman Republic of 179 8-9 and 184 9 
had an eagle within a wreath, sitting on a bundle of fasces. The new Ger- 
man Republic has an outspread eagle on its silver coins. Poland, Serbia, 
and others have either single or double-head eagles. 


Coming home to our own North, Central and South American coinage, we 
have on the earliest colonial pieces the figure of a pig or hog, as it is com- 
monly called, on the several coins of Somer Island, now Bermuda. This 
type of “hog money” was “in memory of the abundance of hogs found at 
the first landing in the islands.” Then came the elephant coin of Carolina, 
1694; the horse and rider pewter coin of James II for Florida, 1685-88, with 
arms of Great Britain on reverse; the deer coins of John Higley, coined in 
Granby, Conn., 1737; the New Jersey pieces with a horse’s head, coined 
1786-88; the Massachusetts cent and half-cent of 17 87 and ’88 with an eagle 
displayed, which is also found on several Washington and other pieces. 

Over in Canada, the Hudson Bay Company had a set of %, ^/4, , and 1 

N. B. S. (new beaver skin) in brass, which was used in money transactions 
with the Indians. The company issued a blanket with four lines, which was 
exchanged for four beaver-skins. One beaver skin was equal to two English 
shillings or 50 cents. The new coins of Canada have a caribou head on the 
25 cents and a beaver on the 5 cents. The beaver is related to the muskrat. 
It measures about two feet in length v/ith an additional flattened tail of 
about ten inches, which is covered with fur and gives the animal its chief 
commercial value. It weighs about 40 pounds. The hind feet are webbed 
to the nails, and in swimming they only are used, the front legs remaining 
motionless by the side. In most of Europe, the beaver has become extinct. 
The American beaver is found all over this continent between the Arctic 
Circle and the Tropic of Cancer. Formerly about 200,000 skins were sent 
annually to Europe, but with the use of silk and rayon this demand has 
lessened. 

This little animal prefers flowing and deeper water in which to build its 
dwelling, as a protection from the frost of winter. In small creeks liable 
to become dry, instinct leads them to form dams. The material used is 
driftwood, green willows, birch, and poplar, also mud and stone, intermixed 
to make the dam strong. The beavers carry the mud and stone with their 
forepaws and the timber between their teeth. They always work during the 
night. Late every fall they cover their houses with fresh mud which, freez- 
ing, becomes almost hard as stone and protects them while they sleep. 


Mexico and its Central and South American neighbors, while under the 
dominion of Spain, carried a rampant lion either alone or quartered within 
a shield as the arms of Spain on their coinage. After its independence, 
Mexico in 1822 adopted the eagle with a serpent in its beak and talon, an 
emblem taken from the early Aztec arms, while many of the South American 
states have a condor for their device. 

Guatemala’s quetzal celebrates not only the green and blue bird that is 
the national symbol, and by the Mayans regarded as the Deity, but also the 
traditional king of the Aztecs. 

The coins of Bolivia display two llamas under a tree, while Peru has a 
single llama reclining before mountains. Paraguay has a seated lion with 
liberty-pole behind, and Uruguay has copied the panther of the Bennington 
half-dollars for its new 10 centesimos. 

In the good old United States, the American bald eagle is our emblem. 
In 1782, William Barton, of Philadelphia, private citizen, and Charles Thom- 
son, Secretary of the Congress, evolved the pattern of the arms of the Unit- 
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ed States of America as they now stand expressed in the Great Seal. Ac- 
cording to a State Department publication, Mr. Thomson was the man who 
gave the seal its distinctive character by placing the shield on the breast of 
the eagle. He was likewise the author of the prescription that the bird 
must be “displayed” — that is, have both wings and talons outspread — and 
he was responsible for the specific direction embodied in the law that the 
creature represented must be the American or baldheaded eagle and no other. 
From the seal, the eagle passed to the coins, beginning with the silver coins 
of 1794 and the gold of 1795. 

This since-named “bird of freedom” was selected no doubt for other quali- 
ties than his wide range of flight over mountain, forest and plain. Among 
these qualities might be his strength, his keen vision, his independence, his 
standing as the largest bird of prey. To this must be added his prestige 
and dominion, all the way down from the days of ancient Greece and Rome. 

The American eagle, the bird with the white head and neck, and white 
tail, the range of whose bi;eeding and habitation covers this whole country 
and whose lordship of the air gave him such an exalted place in the legends 
of the early redman. This eagle bears upon his breast the 13 red and white 
stripes below and the blue field above. There are no stars on the shield 
placed on the eagle’s breast; instead, they are disposed in a golden glory 
above the eagle’s head with clouds above. 



According to Secretary Thomson’s report, “the shield is borne upon the 
breast of the American eagle without any other supporters to denote that the 
United States ought to rely on their own virtue.” Properly, as we have 
seen, both wings and talons must be extended, with “E Pluribus Unum” on 
a ribbon in the bird’s beak, an olive branch in his right talon, and a bundle 
of exactly 13 arrows in his left talon. 

In 1836-39 on the silver dollar, and in 1856-58 on the nickel cent, we had 
a “flying eagle.” It also appeared on some late gold coins, but this is not 
the American eagle properly shown. He is not “displayed.” 

The wing-spread of a bald eagle is ordinarily from six to seven feet. One 
specimen taken in New York State had a wing-spread of eight feet six inches 
and geighed 18 pounds. This is very unusual. 

On the earlier nickel 5 cents we had the American bison, improperly 
termed “buffalo,” the most noted of American wild animals. The great 
continental trails were created by the bison. The bison required salt, and 
the salt licks were many miles from the grazing lands. In their .journeys to 
and from the salt licks, herds of bisons sought the lowest passes across 
mountain ranges with unerring instinct. The Indian took a lesson from the 
bison, and th^ iron horse now speeds over those same lines of the least lift 
against gravity, discovered by the bison. 

This animal (a species of ox), formerly hunted for its meat and skin, was 
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nearly exterminated some years ago when men like Buffalo Bill and others 
were employed by the great continental railroads to supply meat to their 
construction crews. Its flesh was superior to the domestic ox in tenderness 
and favor, and the great hump over its foreshoulders was noted for its rich- 
ness and delicacy. 

The skin, especially of the cow, dressed in Indian fashion with the hair 
on, was called a “buffalo robe,” and was splendid protection from the cold 
in winter. It is said that during the winter vof 1882-83, the hide hunters 
killed the last of the great herds of buffalo that formerly roamed over the 
Western plains. 

On our commemorative coins the eagle is shown in many different atti- 
tudes, yet not one is displayed as Secretary Thomson prescribed. Of the 
animals shown, California and San Francisco have their native bear (em- 
blem of California) ; Bennington, Vt., has its panther or mountain lion. 
Wisconsin has its badger, and Albany, its beaver. 

Wisconsin, known as the “Badger” State, shows that animal as its chief 
emblem on the half dollar. This animal is related to the skunk on one hand, 
the otter on the other. It has a body rather stout, squat and clumsy; its 
tail is short, broad, flattened; its color is grizzled gray. It inhabits the 
United States from Wisconsin and Iowa west, and in Canada east to Hudson 
Bay. 

The badger is one of the most secretive animals of this country. It lives 
altogether in holes in the ground, for the excavation of which its structure is 
perfectly adapted. Man is its worst enemy, thousands being killed annually. 
The flesh is scarcely edible, owing to its rankness, but it yields a fur valu- 
able for robes, muffs, trimmings, etc. Thousands of shaving brushes are 
said to be made annually from the long hairs, which are also used in the 
manufacture of artists’ materials. 

The American or mountain lion, so-called from its color, is not as large or 
fierce as deposited on the Bennington (Vt. ) half-dollar. This panther or 
“puma” is a member of the cat family and is a little over three feet in 
length; its head is rather small compared with that of other cats and has no 
mane. It ranges over a wide territory from Canada on the north to Bata- 
gonia on the south. It rarely attacks man, but does like sheep and calves, 
and kills them probably more for the blood than the meat. 

The sad owl, friend of solitude, enemy of all birds, fleeing from light in 
search of darkness, never singing but moaning, yet chosen by the ancient 
Goddess Minerva as her favorite bird in spite of all this, was the sole type 
for centuries on the coins of ancient Athens. Minerva and her owl, supposed 
to represent wisdom and skill, are the emblems displayed on the gold $50 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition in 1915. 

For the student interested in ancient coins, we recommend the English 
translation of “The Fauna and Flora on the Coin-Types of Ancient Rome,” 
by Francisco Gnecchi, the best work yet written on the subject, published in 
London, England. 

Not all types of animals or birds have the same interest and the same im- 
portance to the public when displayed on coins and tokens. Some do not 
“appeal” as much as others, very noticeable in the United States series. 

We sincerely hope this brief description of the animals and birds employed 
as symbols on modern coinage (formerly really a menagerie in the great cir- 
cus of numismatics), will create more interest and lead to a more careful 
study of the emblems displayed on all coins. This subject has not been ex- 
hausted by any means, and it should prove a healthy and fascinating diver- 
sion from collecting mere dates, die cracks, and mint-marks.

The Jersey City Coin Club issued a souvenir token in connection with its 
second anniversary dinner on March 21st, 1940, at which Prof. Thomas O. 
Mabbott was the guest speaker of the evening. 

The obverse carries the names and titles of the officers of the club, as fol- 
lows: L. H. Zepfler, president; W. H. Arthur, vice-president; E. C. Simms, 
treasurer, and J. W. Herwig, secretary. The reverse reads as follows (in 7 
lines): “Souvenir Token Second Anniversary The Jersey City Coin Club 
March 21, 1940.” The token is struck in aluminum.

A SERIES: I — Pistrucci’s Crown 


Following the great recoinage in England in 1816 the Italian die-cutter, 
Benedetto Pistrucci, designed a crown or five-shilling piece which has long 
taken its place as one of the outstanding coins produced in the nineteenth 
century. 

The obverse shows a very skillfully executed head of George III, laureated, 
to the right. The reverse, however, is the side which reveals the mastery 
of his technique. It depicts St. George on horseback about to slay the 
mythical dragon, all within the Order of the Garter. 

The obverse inscription reads: GEORGIUS III D: G: BRITANNIARUM 
REX F: D: (George III, by the Grace of God, King of Great Britain and 
Defender of the Faith). Below the bust is the date, “1818,'' and in fine 
letters below the truncation the name of the artist, PISTRUCCI. The re- 
verse, as noted above, has the Order encircling the main type, with the in- 
scription on the Garter reading: HONI SOIT QUI MAL Y PENSE (Cursed 
be he who thinks evil of it), referring to an early legend connected with 
the history of the Garter. At the base appears again the artist’s name, 

PISTRUCCI.

The edge is lettered, reading: DECUS ET TUTAMEN. ANNO REGNI LIX. 
(An ornament and a protection, 59th regnal year). 

It must be remembered when considering the background of this coin 
that the English had recently concluded the Continental wars and that the 
past twenty years had been spent in fighting an Italian who had become 
Emperor, Napoleon Bonaparte. 

Although many praised his work, there was the constant feeling that he 
was of “foreign origin,” and that he had insulted the Crown by placing his 
name on the coinage of the King, since previous English die-cutters had not 
made this their practice. A very acrimonious battle of words was waged in 
the press over the “foreign artist” and whether native talent was not of 
equal standing to his productions. Friendships of many years’ standing 
were split over the question of the right of the mint to have him on their 
pay roll. Many felt that the Wyon family (native since their emigration to 
England in the early part of the eighteenth century) should be favored. 
Thomas Wyon was chief engraver of the mint until his death in 1817. The 
post was then offered to Pistrucci, but the appointment was never confirmed, 
due to the activities of his opponents who favored the younger Wyon, who 
was second engraver at the mint. The difficulty was finally solved when 
William Wyon was appointed chief engraver and Pistrucci was appointed 
chief medallist. 

There is an interesting parallel to this English artist, in our American 
coinage: V. D. Brenner, who designed the Lincoln cent in 1909 and started 
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a wave of protest throughout the country by placing not his name but mere- 
ly his initials on the reverse. Brenner’s initials were removed at once, but 
later were restored and placed on the truncation of the bust, but Pistrucci’s 
name continued on the coins of George III in 1818, 1819 and 1820. In sub- 
sequent years he signed with his initials, B. P., and these have appeared on 
coins issued with his reverse representation of St. George and the dragon, 
recently struck in the twentieth century. 


Gourds and Gourdes 

Of Henri Christophe, King of Haiti 

In The Numismatist for April, 1940, was a very interesting and carefully 
studied article on that remarkable character, Henri Christophe, or Henry I, 
the negro king of Haiti, whose career and tragic end almost defy belief. 
Having been deeply interested for years in the numismatics of Haiti, and 
having during that time gathered a great deal of information on this sub- 
ject, may I venture to differ from the author of this paper on one point. 

He follows an old story, often repeated, that the monetary unit of Haiti, 
the gourde, owes its name to the fact that Henri Christophe forced a circu- 
lation of gourds upon his people with the result that the name gourde 
(French for gourd) became the accepted name for the unit of currency in 
Henri’s realm, the northern third of what is now the Republic of Haiti and 
later — after Henri’s fall — for the unit of the Haitian national currency. 

This story, which, because of its clever play on words, has a certain fasci- 
nation, has appeared in various books on Haiti (1928, “Black Majesty,’’ by 
Vandercock; 1929, “Combing the Caribbees,’’ by Foster; 1935, “Voodoo 
Fires in Haiti,’’ by Loederer) and, because of the double meaning in colonial 
French of the word gourde, is very plausible. 

It is my belief, however, that this interpretation is a misunderstanding 
of the facts, for the application of the name gourde to a coin certainly ante- 
dated Christophe’s use of gourde as forced currency. If this can be demon- 
strated, then the plant cannot have been father to the coin. 

Let us examine the origin and use of the word gourde as applied to a coin. 
The following will show that it was nothing more or less than our old friend 
the Spanish dollar or piece-of-eight which was the dominant coin of the 
West Indies in those days. 

Chalmers, in his great work, “A History of Currency in the British Colo- 
nies,” says (p. 391) that “Gourde is a French name for the dollar or piastre 
derived from the Spanish ‘gordo,’ or ‘gros,’ this coin being called a ‘big 
piece.’ ” Frey, in his “Dictionary of Numismatic Terms” (p. 96), mentions 
gourde as a French colonial term equal to the Spanish gordo, i. e., thick. 

To show that the name gourde for a dollar-sized coin in the French West 
Indies antedates Henri Christophe’s exploit we need only refer to Zay’s 
“Histoire Monetaire des Colonies Francaises,” where we see that — 

In 1781 in the colony of Saint Dominique (Haiti) it was ordered, “that 
a ship should be dispatched immediately to Havana, and if necessary even to 
Vera Cruz, to secure 50,000 gourdes in pieces of % and 1/16 of a gourde” 
(i. e., Spanish reales and half reales). 

In 1791 the French island of Martinique was legislating about “cut” 
gourdes. 

In 1802 Guadeloupe, a French colony, authorized the cutting of gourdes 
into 9 pieces, the decree using the names gourde and piastre interchangeably. 

In Haiti itself a year earlier, Jan. 11, 1801, Christophe’s superior, the 
amazing Toussaint I’Ouverture had spoken of the “piastre gourde” and his 
intent to equalize its value in the recently conquered Spanish (eastern) part 
of the island with its rating in the western French section. 

In January, 1803, at Le Cap the French General Rochambeau decreed that 
“. . . the gourde or piastre shall be current in all transactions and shall be 
accepted in all public and private offices at five francs fifty centimes.” 

That the coin name gourde was known in Paris at that time is shown by 
the memoires of the Duchess of Abrantes, who wrote of a bale of fine cotton 
goods brought from the Indies and having cost there as much as one hund- 
red gourdes. Thus we can see that beyond question the name gourde was a 
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widely recognized French colonial title for the omnipresent Spanish dollar 
or piece of eight reales. 

But there still is required an explanation for this curious and undoubtedly 
true story that Christophe “paid off” in gourds rather than gourdes. Let 
us reconstruct the picture — a despot with irresistible local power but short 
of cash at the beginning of his rule offers his subjects the choice of turning 
in their produce and being paid in plant gourds, or — . A pretty play on 
words! Somewhat as if an American dictator should come to power and 
say, “My friends, one of our nicknames for a dollar is ‘one bone.' Turn 
over to my revenue officers your cotton, wheat and farm products, and you 
will be paid in real bones!” 

This I believe is the proper interpretation of the play on words which was 
certainly a factor in financing Henri Christophe's rise to power — the existing 
nickname gourde for the Spanish dollar inspired the forced — and temporary 
— use of plant gourds as currency. 

As for the adoption of the name gourde for the monetary unit of Haiti, 
when created later that was as natural as the adoption by the United States 
of the name dollar for one unit — both name and standard were already uni- 
versally recognized. 

The Haitian currency soon became debased so that the Haitian gourde was 
worth much less than the Spanish dollar, which continued to circulate freely 
in the country. Under these conditions the dollar came to be called “piastre 
fort,” meaning heavy dollar.

REC ENT AC QUISI TIONS BY THE A. N. S. 

At the spring meeting of the American Numismatic Society, New York 
City, held at the museum of the society on April 13, Secretary and Curator 
Sydney P. Noe reported a number of recent acquisitions of more than usual 
significance and interest. These are described in the following extracts from 
his report: 

“Shortly after the' beginning of the year we received from Mr. Frank I. 
Liveright, already a Patron, a collection of something over two thousand 
Canadian tokens. This collection had been acquired years ago at a Rochester 
sale and comprised the greater part (but not the whole) of a cabinet of 
these pieces which had been formed by a Chicago collector. It comprises a 
careful selection of issues from nearly every province of Canada, and from 
the entire collection there were only 3 7 pieces duplicating our previous ac- 
quisitions. 

“A report that we were attempting to build up our representation of for- 
eign paper money seems to have gained circulation. Early in February we 
received from Mr. Wayte Raymond a collection containing 474 items — chiefly 
assignats. Included were many variations of this interesting series which 
carries with it such interesting connotations of French history. One of the 
large sheets is to be seen in our display — we had to limit ourselves to this. 

“From Mr. Rufus B. Cowing 3d, we received as a gift in memory of his 
grandfather, the former owner of the collection, no less than thirty badges 
connected with the Grand Army of the Republic. With one exception (the 
Loyal Legion badge) these are encampment or convention badges, but in- 
cluded are those for departmental encampments. What is particularly grati- 
fying was the expressed feeling that our museum was the logical place for 
the collection. 

“Our Oriental section has not been neglected. From Miss Frances S. Reilly 
we received the interesting little figurine made of Chinese (or more prob- 
ably Annamese) cash. Most of us are familiar with the swords made up in 
this fashion — this much more intricate assemblage of coins was acquired in 
the island of Bali. Another welcome gift came to us unexpectedly from Mr. 
R. M. White, of Shanghai. Having occasion to write regarding another 
matter, he enclosed a selection of a baker’s dozen of the tiny paper notes 
which are now circulating in that city. These are exhibited in the recent- 
accession cases in the other room. I believe you will be interested in notic- 
ing that ty^o of the varieties have postage stamps encased in cellophane at- 
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tached to the bill, recalling the encased stamps which circulated in our Civil 
War as well as in the conflict which terminated in 1918. A further oppor- 
tunity to improve our Chinese section came in the form of an offer of a 
collection made in China under conditions which permitted the inclusion of 
Soviet issues. Last year we acquired one of these from a European dealer 
for four pounds. 

“From Mr. Bullowa we have received a number of helpful gifts. In the 
first two cases are three citations such as accompany the award of decora- 
tions, and as these are connected with decorations we already possess, they 
are doubly welcome. Another gift is a silver ingot of the Ward Beecher 
Silver Mining Company of Nevada, which joins those reported last year. A 
plaque of Bismarck, by Weinert, increases our showing of the work of this 
sculptor. 

“Gifts of one or two pieces have been made by a host of members and 
many merit much more than the bare notice which can be accorded them 
here. Mr. Carpenter presented two fine coins of Commodus and Caracalla; 
Mr. Stein, an unpublished follis of Justin I struck at Cyzicus but counter- 
marked in Sicily; from Mr. Paul M. Lange we received thirty Mexican and 
Latin American tokens; from Mr. W. W. Woodside, a copy of the Heinz 
medal; from Mr. Gillingham, the latest type of the George V Territorial Ef- 
ficient Service medal; from Mr. Armin Haupt, six pieces which strengthen 
our Colombia trays, including two Santander revolution pieces made from 
cartridge metal. 

“Within the week we received from Messrs. Stack the engraved tokens 
which you will see in one of the side cases. We had only a few of these 
pieces, which are among the most interesting of the English token issues. 
Many of them are attributed to Van der Passe and his school. 

“From Mr. Morgenthau we have received a number of pieces which sup- 
plement his gift of pieces relating to the San Francisco Exposition made last 
year. 

“Another welcome accession, given recently by Mr. T. James Clarke, is in 
the form of two canceled dies for a dollar of 1883 of the CC mint. 

“Although our acquisitions by purchase have not been numerous, they are 
of importance, and your attention is directed to the case containing most of 
them. You will observe that we have been trying to add to our medieval 
trays, and some of these accessions are intriguing. The field is one which 
has not been overworked — it is to be recommended to my ambitious col- 
lector with a knowledge of French and German and a willingness to work 
hard. Another group of seven thalers contains several rarities. There is 
a nice Pine Tree threepence to be seen, and mention might be made of two 
silver historical medals which we did not have.” 

At the meeting at which Mr. Noe’s report was read, Mr. Shepard Pond, of 
Boston, presented a copper plate for printing the $100 bank notes of the 
Nashua State Bank. This came as a gift of Mr. Dexter Spalding, of Way- 
land, Mass., whose father was the cashier of this bank, and his grandfather 
the president. The bank began operations in 1864 or 1865. The plate was 
engraved by the American Bank Note Company. 


JUNIOR COIN COLLEC TORS OF SAN FRANITSCO. 

Two fine meetings have been held recently, one which had as guest speak- 
er Mr. Alfred H. de Vries, of The Hague, the Netherlands, who spoke on 
the highlights of the history of Holland and gave historical facts about the 
subject which appeared on the coin display provided by William Kraft, 
of P. C. N. S. Mr. de Vries is a world-famed map collector and it is inter- 
esting to note that he is anxious to include coins that depict maps, along 
with stamps and other items besides his great maps and atlasses. 

On March 15 Ralph A. Mitchell, of San Jose, past President of P. C. 
N. S., gave an interesting talk and a large display of money for his sub- 
ject, “Odd and Curious Mediums of Exchange.” A very large attendance 
was on hand to see this display, and members of the San Francisco Junior 
Academy of Sciences and Arts were guests also. Mr. and Mrs. B. Morgen- 
thau, of New York City, were very welcome visitors on their annual visit 
to San Francisco. Mr. Morgenthau presented us with a few coins for a 
collection for our organization. 
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History was made on March 20, when, by special arrangement through 
the Director of United States Mint, Mrs. Ross, and Superintendent of the 
San Francisco Mint, Mr. Haggerty, our members made a visit, the first such 
group visit since October, 19 33, by the Far Western Numismatic Confer- 
ence group, to the new San Francisco Mint, where was seen the whole pro- 
cedure of making 19 4 0 cents and nickels, the only coins made in this mint 
for 19 40 so far. Also seen were large stacks of silver bricks, and the 
weight of a $15,000 gold “brick" was rather astonishing. Each of the 
13 making the tour had a thrill in holding it. It is a visit that will long be 
remembered, and it was unfortunate that the number had to be limited. 

The meeting of April 19th will have long passed when this is read, so 
it will be well to record now the fact that the State of California, through 
its California Commission to the Golden Gate International Exposition, 
1939, has issued “Participants’ Commemorative Medals" to those who took 
part under its jurisdiction, and so some of our members who shared in 
our coin exhibit, which ran from October 7 to October 29, closing day, will 
have been presented with their medals on that date. The medal has the 
likeness and signature of Governor Culbert L. Olson on the obverse, with 
the Great Seal of the State of California on the reverse. As a matter of 
numismatic interest and record, one of these medals is being presented to 
each of these organizations: American Numismatic Association, American 
Numismatic Society and the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. 

Good news for 19 40 is at hand with a request from Chas. W. Davis, of 
the California Commission, for our organization to participate in the Fair 
this year, so we will be there with an exhibit from opening day. May 25, to 
closing day, September 29. All collectors are invited to see it, in the Junior 
Museum, in the California Recreation Building. 

A coin exhibit has been installed in the San Francisco Junior Recreation 
Museum, 600 Ocean Ave., and has already attracted attention from young 
and old collectors alike, and served to call attention to National Coin Week, 
as well as California’s Conservation Week early in March. An exhibit of 
ores and coins made from those ores is now being assembled as a direct 
result of this exhibit. 

From May 2 to May 5 we will be in the National Hobby Show in the San 
Francisco Civic Auditorium with an 18-tray coin exhibit, which will be 
called “Coin City." Collectors within reach are all welcome to meet us in 
“Coin City." ROY HILL. 


“PILGRIMAGE OF POETRY’ BROADCAST FROM S. F. 1854 MINT. 

Sunday, April 7th, this NBC broadcast over KGO and the Blue Network 
originated in the present-day building of all that is left of the original 
United States Branch Mint which was opened in San Francisco on April 3, 
1854. Bret Harte was the subject of the broadcast, and narrator Ted 
Malone used this mint site for the locale, since Brete Hart rose to his 
heights while engaged there as secretary to the Superintendent. He paint- 
ed a vivid picture of Bret Harte through his employment at the Mint, and 
after clanking the doors of the original basement vault recited a poem at 
its threshold. Mr. Haggerty, present Mint Superintendent in San P rancisco, 
was among many witnesses to this unusual event, and it was a rather color- 
ful climax of mint visiting, in view of the tour made on March 20th, with 
the Junior Coin Collectors of San Francisco. R. H.

TIMETyY PAPER MONEY ITEMS. 

The Government of Hong Kong has issued new bank notes bearing at the 
right end a facing bust of King George VI. The notes are similar in every 
detail to those issued for George V, except the portrait and the signature of 
the bank official. The notes measure 5 by 3 % inches. 

The Nizam of Hyderabad issued bank notes of one rupee which show upon 
the obverse of the note a facsimile of the two sides of the coin. The reverse 
of the note has ONE RUPEE in four languages: English, Sanskrit, Telegu 
and Tamil. The note is printed in pink and black. In very small letters, 
forming the background of the note, is found the inscription: THE 
GOVERNMENT OP HIS EXALTED HIGHNESS THE NIZAM OF 
HYDERABAD. The notes were printed by Waterlow and Sons, of England. 
Travelers who have been in Hyderabad state they have never seen the issue, 
so it is presumed to have been issued in very limited numbers. The size is 
4 % by 2 % inches. 

The Bank of Surinam, in Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, has recently issued 
a new 10-gulden note. The face of the note is red, with four scenes in the 
corners depicting native life. The reverse has the value in the center with 
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the usual multi-colored scroll and lathe-work design for protection. The 
note is very large, measuring 8 14 by 4 % inches. 

A new series of notes from Thailand (Siam) have been received. The 
values are 1, 5 and 10 ticals and show the portrait at the left of Ananda, 
the Prince in whose favor Prahadjapok abdicated. The watermark is of a 
sacrificial urn. The reverse of the three notes is the same and shows what 
is probably the Thailand House of Parliament. The notes are multicolored 
on the obverse and unicolored on the reverse. Prince Ananda’s portrait 
appeared on the 5-tical of the 1936 issue. The watermark used by the 
former ruler was the three-headed elephant. The old series of notes bears 
the serial year of issue in Arabic numerals, but the new issue has no Western 
characters on it, except the name of the firm, Thomas De La Rue & Co., of 
London. 

The Central Reserve Bank of Salvador has recently issued a very attrac- 
tive 1-colon note, printed in green, yellow and pink. At the left is a native 
woman with a basket of fruits balanced on her head. The reverse shows 
a portrait head of Columbus. The obverse bears the signatures of the 
director and president of the bank, and the date, May, 19 38. The reverse 
carries a counter-signature and the date October, 1939. Size, 6 % by 3 
inches. 


THE NEW ZEALAND CENTENNIAL MEDAI.. 

The New Zealand Numismatic Society has issued special centennial medals 
in silver and bronze to mark the Century of New Zealand Progress. The 
obverse shows the new Matson liner. Dominion Monarch, with a trans-Tas- 
mania fiying boat above. The inscription reads: 1840 A CENTURY OF 
PROGRESS 19 40. Below in the exergue, N. Z. Numismatic Society. 



The reverse shows a high prow Maori war canoe, with several warriors 
prepared to propel it with oar-like paddles. In the foreground is a native 
New Zealand tree fern known as the pumga. The inscription reads NEW 
ZEALAND CENTENNIAL. 

The reverse is symbolic of the period prior to the advent of the white man, 
and is typical Maori in treatment. The obverse shows the transition in the 
course of a century in modes of transportation. 


MISC KLLANEOUS NUMISMATIC ITEMS. 

There has recently been published by Chas. E. Green and Lee F. Hewitt, 
of Chicago, a “Price Catalogue of United States Pattern Coins, “ which give 
auction records of patterns listed in Adams-Woodin which have been sold 
during the past five years. The standard publication on patterns, with 
which this publication makes no endeavor to supersede, was published in 
1913. It is entitled “United States Pattern, Trial and Experimental Pieces.’' 
The former Secretary of the Treasury, William H. Woodin, collaborated with 
Edgar H. Adams in its preparation. The American Numismatic Society pub- 
lished it. The Green-Hewitt list has added a great many varieties to list. 
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which were unknown in 1913. It is unfortunate that the well-known 
German silver counterfeit half dollars of the bust type issued in the 1830’s 
have been included and “dignified” by considering them patterns. 

The coins of Malta were last issued in 1798. When the French took 
possession of the Island they continued to strike the 3 0-tari pieces of 
Hompesch, but placed a small dot below the bust to distinguish them. 

The Montreal and Lachine Railway Company of Canada issued a special 
third-class transportation token, showing a railway locomotive on one side, 
and a beaver on the reverse. The token was issued for the use of Indians. 

Canada now has only two kinds of paper money in circulation- — the notes 
issued by the Bank of Canada (similar to our Federal Reserve System in 
some respects) and the notes issued by the ten chartered banks. In order 
of size of their note issue they are as follows: Royal Bank of Canada, Bank 
of Montreal, Canadian Bank of Commerce. Bank of Nova Scotia, Imperial 
Bank of Canada, Banque Canadiene Nationale, Dominion Bank, Bank of 
Toronto, Banque Provinciate du Canada, and Barclay’s Bank (Canada). 

The Bank of Canada was established in 1934. The act provided that the 
10 chartered banks must reduce the circulation of their notes 5 per cent, 
each year. The chartered banks may only issue notes in multiples of $5. 


ROCTIESTER CLUB PRESIDENTIAL MEDAL. 

The twenty-eighth annual anniversary medal of the Rochester (N. Y.) 
Numismatic Association has been issued. The 19 39 issue is for William A. 
Elston, who served as president in that year. 



Mr. Elston’s portrait appears on the obverse, while the reverse is from 
the die used throughout the series. The medal is the size of illustration 
and is struck in bronze. 


FRANK WHITE, EX-TREASURER OP U. S., DEAD. 

Collectors of our American paper money series will note with regret the 
passing on March 23 of Frank White, Treasurer of the United States from 
1921 to 19 28. Mr. White’s signature in fac-simile appears on our legal- 
tender notes, silver certificates, gold certificates and national bank notes. 

The earliest type of note on which Mr. White’s name appeared was the 
legal-tender $20 of the 1880 series. His name also appears on the Lewis 
and Clark notes of the 19 01 series. On the legal tender issues of 1917 and 
19 23 his name also appeared, and in this connection became best known 
to the public. 

Shortly after Mr. White left the office of Treasurer the plans for the adop- 
tion of a smaller size currency were furthered. Mr. White’s signature ap- 
pears only on the large-size notes. 
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>IKl>ATi FOR BISHOP PA(;K. 

A medal has been isiied by the Diocese of Michigan to commemorate the 
sixteen years of Bishop Herman Page’s Episcopate in Michigan. The pur- 
pose of the medal is to express an affectionate and permanent tribute to him, 
who resigned on December 31, 1939. 



His profile on the medal was modeled by Julio Kilenyi, of New York City, 
approved by the Bishop and Mrs. Page. On the reverse is the seal of the 
diocese, encircled by a verse, I Timothy IV, 12. 

The medal is struck in light bronze and is 2 % inches in diameter. 


Will Commemoratives Be Revived? 

What appears to be an effort to revive the issue of commemorative half 
dollars comes in the news from Washington of the introduction in the House 
of Representatives by H. P. Fulmer, of South Carolina, of a bill authorizing 
an issue of 50,000 half dollars to commemorate the arrival of Lafayette at 
North Island, S. C., on June 14, 1777. The bill was introduced on March 14 
and was referred to the Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures. The 
bill is as follows: 

A BILL 

Authorizing the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the arrival of 
the Marquis de Lafayette at North Island, near Georgetown, South Caro- 
lina, on June 14, 1777. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the ar- 
rival of the Marquis de Lafayette at North Island, near Georgetown, South 
Carolina, on June 14, 17 77, there shall be coined not to exceed fifty thous- 
and silver 50-cent pieces of standard size, weight, and composition, and of a 
special appropriate design to be fixed by the Director of the Mint, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury; but the United States shall not 
be subject to the -expense of making the necessary dies and other prepara- 
tions for such coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date of the year in 
which they are minted, shall be legal tender to the amount of their face 
value, and shall be issued only upon the request of a duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the South Carolina Daughters of the American Revolution, 
upon the payment by it of the par value of such coins. Such coins shall be 
issued in such numbers and at such times as shall be requested by such or- 
ganization and may be disposed of at par or at a premium, and the proceeds 
shall be used for the erection of a suitable monument commemorating the 
landing of the Marquis de Lafayette. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
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United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or for any 
other purpose, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized. 

The last of the new issues of commemoratives were the Antietam and 
Gettysburg, dated 1937 and 193 6, although there were issues of the Oregon 
Trail and Arkansas as late as 1939 and issues of the Boone, Texas, Oregon 
Trail and Arkansas at intervals preceding 1938. 

Last fall a bill was passed by Congress prohibiting the further coinage of 
half dollars where a large number was originally authorized and where a 
comparatively small number had since been issued at intervals. 

In connection with the proposed issue of coins commemorating the landing 
of Lafayette, the following appeared in the Columbia (S. C.) State simulta- 
neously with the introduction of Mr. Fulmer’s bill: 

“Congressman Fulmer is introducing a bill authorizing the minting of 
50,000 50-cent coins to be known as the Lafayette half dollar commemo- 
rating the landing on South Carolina soil of that eminent Frenchman, 
the Marquis de Lafayette, on North Island, near Georgetown, on June 
14, 1777. This bill is being introduced at the request of the South 
Carolina Daughters of the American Revolution. It is the purpose of 
this society to erect a suitable monument out of the proceeds from the 
sale of this coin. 

“Lafayette, DeKalb and other French officers sailed from Bordeaux 
on March 26 for the purpose of aiding the American colonies in their 
struggle for independence. Lafayette and his companions were received 
into the summer home of Maj. Benjamin Huger, and proceeded from 
there on into Charleston, later joining General Washington. Lafayette’s 
outstanding service to this country in its hour of need makes him a fit 
subject for a commemorative coin.’’ 


NEW OR RECENT ISSUES. 

Argentina — The Argentine Republic has recently issued a set of new cop- 
per coins, 1 and 2 centavos, dated 1939. The issue is unusual in that Ar- 
gentina has not had any other minor coins issued in this metal in over 40 
years. 'The previous issues have been nickel with a portrait of Liberty. The 
present issue again reverts to the historic arms of Argentina, with a shield 
depicting clasped hands, supporting a liberty cap on a pole. At the top is 



seen the sun. all of which is surrounded by a wreath. The bulk of business 
in the republic has been conducted with paper money, as the nickel coins 
were only of the 5, 10 and 20 centavo values. The addition of these two new 
lower values does not indicate any fiscal improvement. Possibly at a later 
date silver coins will be issued. 


SAUDI ARABIA ALIGNS ( URRENCY AVITH INDIAN RUPEE. 

Several months ago the riyal of Saudi Arabia was tied to the Indian rupee 
at the rate of 1 rupee equals 1 riyal. The riyal is divided into eleven qurush. 
What difficulties must arise when a currency is based on an 11-unit system 
it is not difficult to guess. 
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HOOK REVIEWS. 

Numismatic History of New Zealand, Parts I and 11, Barter and Coinages of 
Early New Zealand, by Allan Sutherland, F. R. N. S., New Plymouth, 
New Zealand, 19 40. 9 4 pp. 5 plates. 

Some months ago mention was made in The Numismatist of Part III of 
the Numismatic History of New Zealand. The present volume combines 
parts one and two. Part I is devoted to the gift exchange and barter sys- 
tems as developed by the primitive Maori prior to the arrival of the white 
man. Polynesian gift exchange and currency have considerable in common. 
The volume is excellently written and most fascinating in style and treat- 
ment. The use of early United States coins in New Zealand adds additional 
interest for American readers. 

In the brief span ofi a century the change from the simplest commercial 
transactions to money as we know it today is given in this volume. In the 
space of a few pages the transition from a people living almost in the Stone 
Age (in certain respects) to a modern nation is spread before the numis- 
matic reader’s vision. The change of various commodities for money, green- 
stone, mats, flax, nails, human heads, and Anally gold and silver, is care- 
fully treated. Although the chapters are brief, it is hoped that an index 
will be provided, so that ready reference usage for the volumes will be 
possible. 

Part II covers the coined money of regular issue, and of emergency issue 
such as the “holey” dollar of New South Wales (Australia) which had cur- 
rency in New Zealand. From the documents, Mr. Sutherland has presented 
some amazingly interesting and valuable data in a most delightful style. 
Several plates supplement the text.

The American Numismatic Society, New York City, has released a mono- 
graph, No. 8 8 in its series, entitled: “A Puerto Rican Counterstamp,” by 
Jaime Gonzalez. The work has 21 pages and 2 plates. The substance of 
the monograph is a number of documents authorizing the counterstamping. 
The counterstamp under consideration is a fleur-de-lys of a very crude na- 
ture. Numismatists have long attributed these coins to Puerto Rico, but at 
one time it was believed that the United States Government was responsible 
for the counterstamping of the coins on the island. The publication of this 
monograph dispels that view permanently in view of the documentary proof 
presented. 

Although appearing in the name of Jaime Gonzalez, full credit for the 
presentation of the material, as well as preparation of the supplementary 
material which makes the documents numismatically signifleant, must be 
given to the editor of the series, Sydney P. Noe, secretary and curator of 
the American Numismatic Society. 


TOPEKA COIN (XUB ANNIVERSARY BANQUET. 

The Topeka Coin Club held its first anniversary banquet for members and 
guests on April 5 at the Wellman Tea Room, 1200 Tyler street. This date 
was set for the banquet because it came during National Coin Week, which 
was sponsored and celebrated by the member clubs of the American Numis- 
matic Association during the week March 30 to April 6. The Topeka Club 
at present has an active membership of thirty-two. 

At the special meeting held in connection with the banquet the officers of 
the club were unanimously re-elected, as follows: John L. Dooley, president; 
Dr. Harry J. Davis, vice-president; Homer F. Wright, secretary, and John J. 
Shull, treasurer. Their terms are for the calendar year of 1940. 

Following the dinner and short business meeting our vice-president. 
Dr. Harry J. Davis, showed the moving pictures he recently photographed 
on a trip through Old Mexico. These pictures are in color and are very 
beautiful, giving one a true insight into a land of endless enjoyment — 
primitive in many of its customs — really bringing the old world right into 
the new — and only a few hundred miles away by automobile.

Some Early Notes of th<* North\v<'st Territory. 

During the siege of Detroit by Pontiac and his Indian confederates, com- 
mencing May, 1763, and lasting about six months, the Canadians across the 
river brought supplies to the besieged garrison at night. These Canadian 
farmers were also subject to tribute to the Indians who seized their supplies 
by theft and open violence. Upon appeals to Pontiac, he agreed to make 
restitution, one of the very few creditable acts of that red-skinned politician. 

He gave them, as payment for their stolen and seized property, promis- 
sory notes written by his French clerk, inscribed on birchbark and signed 
with his mark and the figure of an otter — the totem to which he belonged, 
all of which promises to pay were redeemed and “therein this otter money 
was very much more valuable than the wildcat money issued many years later 
by the white successors to the redman,” remarked Judge Thomas Cooley in 
an address before the Michigan Historical Society. 

From Montresor’s Journal we find that during BradstreePs visit to De- 
troit in September, 17 64, “all current paper money made by the merchants 
and others (is) called in to prevent further impositions.” 

It would seem that the birchbark currency of Pontiac the savage had a 
better standing. 


A UETITIR FROM THE DIRECTOR OF THE MINT. 

In the March issue of The Numismatist, on page 178, there is published a 
reply to the letter of Michael F. Rabith, A. N. A. 709 2, entitled “The Varying 
Size of Mint Marks,” which is inconsistent with the present mint practice 
of preparing dies. 

You are informed that all the dies used in coining operations in all the 
mints are made, hardened and engraved with the proper mint mark in the 
engraving department at the Philadelphia Mint. 

The work of preparing and fully completing all dies is done only at the 
mint in Philadelphia under the direction and immediate supervision of the 
engraver. No other official or employee of the mint is authorized or per- 
mitted to add a mint mark or alter a coinage die in any way. 

This information may aid you in preparing replies to similar inquiries.

A ( ANADIAN VIEW OF COMMEMORATIVES. 

Commemorative coins have brought a lot of joy to a large number of coin 
collectors and, incidentally, interested a large number of people in coins, as 
well as bringing grief to some. With all due respect to our brothers of the 
stamp-collecting fraternity, I think that coins are more suitable for record- 
ing worthy historical events than are postage stamps. I will only use two 
arguments — their smallness and limited durability. In their favor, of course, 
are their much wider normal circulation and their cheapness. I think the 
historic possibility of coins warrants some efforts being made to have com- 
memorative coins of worthy events (both current and anniversary types) 
kept alive, thus preserving knowledge of the event to posterity. 

In view of some opposition in the United States to this type of coin, what 
can be done to give the idea a more acceptable reception? First, let us ex- 
amine the nature of the opposition. (1) Coins are primarily intended to 
facilitate trade of the country. (2) This has not been the case with com- 
memoratives, and in some cases there have been appearances of unequal 
treatment in their distribution. (3) From the viewpoint of some coin col- 
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lectors the question also arises as to why they should be singled out to sup- 
port the pet project of somebody in no-man’s land. 

A few figures may prove the solution to the problem. Prior to May, 1935, 
any Canadian could tell you that there were no Canadian silver dollars. In 
that month, however, the British Empire celebrated the Silver Anniversary of 
the reign of its sovereign, George V, and the Dominion of Canada issued its 
first silver dollar in commemoration. There were 428,120 minted. Follow- 
ing this, 306,100 silver dollars were issued in 1936, similar in design to the 
other current coins. In 1937, 241,002 were made, and in 1938, 90,304. In 
1939 another special dollar was struck to the number of 1,363,816. All 
these were issued as clurrency and not through the hands of commissions, 
despite the fact that, to the best of my knowledge and belief, these coins 
do not actually circulate anywhere in Canada. 

By issuing commemoratives as currency and limiting them to one worthy 
event each year, the event in question will receive more publicity, more 
people will retain a specimen, more people may become collector-conscious, 
more possibility of the event being known to posterity, and, incidentally, 
more profit to the Government of the day (which may, if it wish, subsidize 
any or all commemorative events of the year).

THE EXTKA RAY ON 1936-S PEACE DODEARS. 

Regarding the finding of Melvin O. Carmichael, A. N. A. 7 605, mentioned 
in the March issue of The Numismatist, of an extra-ray 19 26-S dollar, with 
the extra ray emanating vertically from right shoulder of the eagle: 

I am inclined to believe that this is a die break rather than a die-engraved 
extra ray. (Or am I in error in assuming that the extra rays of previously 
cited examples are supposed to be die-engraved ones?) 

On specimens of the 19 26-S dollar which I have segregated the ‘*eX(tra 
ray” sprouting from the eagle’s shoulder is widely out of line with the 
rest of the rays. Also, the length of this extra ray is slightly ragged and 
describes a slight curve on the specimens I have. All of which are highly 
un-ray-like qualities. 

Further support is lent to this die-break theory by the fact that I have 
also found several specimens — from this same die, as far as detail measure- 
ment of letters, rays, etc., can indicate — which shows what appears to be 
the faint beginning of a die* fracture at the identical point at which the 
“extra ray” finally emerges from the eagle’s shoulder on the fully rayed 
variety. 

However, I have not been able to locate specimens which show this con- 
jectured break at any stage in between its embryo and its “extra ray” periods 
of development. So possibly I am wrong and the victim of a coincidence. 
I find it almost impossible to be completely sure of any microscopic findings 
on, the anemic, fragile, sloppy, and inartistic structure and striking of the 
Peace dollar.

The coinage machinery of Boulton & Watts, which had been perfected in 
Soho, Birmingham, England, in the late 1780’s, had been used for French 
copper coinage in 1793, and also for the Bermuda coins dated 1793. It was 
not until 179 7 that Boulton obtained an order for copper coinage from his 
own nation. That he received recognition at home last is not unusual. His 
coinage of 1797 was successful, and Boulton was employed to erect a new 
mint. Thereafter he supplied similar equipment for the Royal mints of 
Russia, Spain and Denmark. At a later date, Mexico, Calcutta and Bombay 
also received his machinery.

Charles H. Walsh, of the Farmers and Merchants Savings Bank in Bur- 
lington, Iowa, telephoned the other day to ask “Are you going to have an- 
other Coin Week display for us such as you fixed up last year? We had a 
lot of favorable comment about that one, and I thought this was about the 
time of year for it again.” We promised to drop in and see him. In the 
course of the conversation it was suggested that we prepare a weekly display 
for the bank window — which happens to be on one of the busiest corners of 
our town. 

The bank is making arrangements to put in floodlights — the new type of 
invisible ones to give a maximum of light with no glare — and to provide a 
type of awning so that paper money and other things which might be dam- 
aged by strong sunlight can be shown. 

The displays will contain two divisions weekly — for instance, ancient 
Greek and modern United States. The first week we displayed a set of com- 
memoratives and some Maundy Thursday coins (it being Easter time), and 
the next, ancient Greek and types of United States which demonstrate how 
premiums on old coins are determined. 

Elmer Laurent, of Clinton, Iowa, and William Brimelow, of Elkhart, Ind., 
have been making permanent bank displays for some time. While it creates 
interest, it has its profitable side, too. T. H. 


NEW COINAGE FOR INDIA PROPOSED. 

There has been introduced in the Indian Congress a bill which would 
change the fineness of the coinage from ll/12ths to 50/100ths. The change 
is said to apply only to the four-anna coins, and not to the rupee or half 
rupee. 

The move may later be extended to all coins, depending upon the reaction 
of the public. The reduction of the fineness of the coins is a move to con- 
serve India’s silver supply. In 19 20 British silver in England was debased 
to 500/1000ths. As all silver coins today are essentially token currencies, 
the change should have little effect. 

A report from India states that the new two-anna coin is l/20th of an 
inch wider than the old issue. As a result, telephone boxes or slot ma- 
chines reject the pieces.
